Thursday aft moon that it would 
have been Impossible to keep the 
roada ope'n if the county had had 
twice the equipment it now has. 


'"We have been severely criticized 


by people who sit in their offices 
and homes and know nothing of con- 
ditions in the country with which 
we have tried to cope," he said, "If 
these people will only take the trou- 
ble to investigate before they make 
statements they will not be so ob- 
viously unfair to the department." 


Mr. Brusewitz explainer that de- 


epfte the efforts of the entire snow 
removal department of the county, 
the snow storm on Saturday, follow- 
ed by high winds and a bitter cold 
epell, combined to make all efforts 
to keep the roads open, practically 
Impossible. 


He said that when the storm start- 


ed on Saturday, 
Dan Hale, who 


heads the mechanical 
department, 


had the seven truck and two tractor 
plows in first class condition. They 
had been overhauled and inspected 
and were ready to fight snow as soon 
as they were called upon. 
Late 
Saturday 
N afternoon 
the 


trucks started work but they were 
unable to/cope with the storm. The 
drivers found their efforts blocked 
because the driving snow filled the 
lanes as soon as they were plowed 
open. 


DRIVERS ,WORN OUT 


The men continued to work, how- 


ever, throughout Sunday, and Sun- 
day night the severe cold spell ar- 
rived. By that time the expert truck 
drivers were completely worn out 
anfl it was necessary to call in an 
auxiliary crew and in many instanc- 
es the drivers were not expert. 


Incapable drivers soon had several 
trucks out of order. The severe cold 
epell reached the 
carburetors and 


gas lines of other trucks and froze 
them. This placed several more 
trucks out of commission. Then, to 
make matters still worse, the driving 
wind .carried the drifting snow into 
th» plowed lanes and filled them up 
almost as soon as they had A^en 
plowed open. 


Despite the efforts of Mr. Hale and 


William RIese, patrol superintend- 
ent, the roads kept drifting shut. Mr. 
Brusewitz said these men deserved 
praise for the efforts they had ex- 
tended to keep the roads open to 
traffic. They worked 24 hours at a 
stretch, -with scarcely no sleep, but 
they were unable to cope with the 
situation. Drifting snow and the cold 
spell hindered the work and would i 
have kept the roads closed even if 
there had been ten more trucks, Mr.

It is ratification by the senate of the 
Kellogg treaty renouncing war. It is 
important that we show to the world 
our faith in this engagement by 
promptly and unreservedly giving it 
our approval. All other" legislation can 
wait In fact, it will be better if farm 
relief goes over to a special session, to- 
gether with the measure for expanding 
the navy. There is no great rush for 
the latter, and it may turn out that de- 
lay will serve a better cause. 


Farm legislation naturally belongs 


to Mr. Hoover's care and guidance. 
The Coolidge administration could 
and would do nothing with it. 
It 


should not make an eleventh hour at- 
tempt to hastily construct a remedy 
where so much is at stake. Mr. Hoo- 
ver's reputation as an economist alone 
entitles him and his administration to 
undertake provision for stability of 
agriculture. In his campaign for the 
presidency he outlined a specific pol- 
icy of farm relief, which, as he said 
himself, was the most advanced ever 
proposed in any nation and almost 
revolutionary jn character. He should 
be permitted to go through with this 
program without embarrassment or in- 
terference. He is unquestionably the 
man to put agriculture back onto the 
right track. Let congress, 
therefore, 


pass this subject over, confining itself 
to duties it is qualified to discharge 
and which really press for attention.""

Physiology, Jn 
the mind of an untutored individual, 
is just as nasty as sweating is, or as 
legs used to be. 


To be sure, a subject designated as

STRATEGY IN FICTION 


The reading of a considerable num- 


ber of novels recently hag made me 
conscious of the fact that quite a 
fe\7 writers fail because they do not 
follow the example of a good gen- 
eral. They may have a great deal of 
talent but they often fail to make 
the most of it. A good gene/al who 
uses superior strategy often defeat* 
one 
who has the larger force and 


the better equipment. 


I know a young writer who start- 


ed to write a novel about a musical 
genius in .spite of the fact that he 
doesn't know one note from another 
and is completely ignorant in mus- 
ic. He had read "Jean Christophe" 
and it had so fascinated him that he 
was inspired to write a novel about 
a musician also. 


He failed of course, not because 


he was lacking in literary talent but 
because he did not use good strate- 
gy. No one can write a convincing 
novel about a musician unless he is 
saturated with music, loves it and 
knows all about it. When the writ- 
ing of a novel starts it is too late 
to learn^such things. Romain Hol- 
land wrote a novel about music be- 
cause he wa^3 specialist in music and 
loved it.. He chose as his theme 
something that he had had at his 
fingers' ends for years 
In 
other 


words, he used good strategy. By 
taking a subject that was familiar 
to him, he left his mind free to de- 
vote all its powers to the subject. 
He did not begin with a handicap. 


Perhaps a novelist wants to write 


about the World War. If he has been 
in it, it is good strategy for him to 
bring the war in_ directly. But sup- 
pose he has not been in it. He is not 
barred by that fact from writing a 
novel about the war but if he is a 
good strategist he will bring, the 
war in by indirection. There are any 
number of ways of doing this. A liv- 
ing sense of the war could for 
stance be given by showing 
the great conflict in Europe did to 
any newspaper effice in America. If 
he tried the latter he would be sure 
to make all sorts of blunders and a 
sense of authenticity would be next 
to impossible. 


In "Moon-calf" Floyd Dell places 


some extremely affective scenes in 
a candy factory. I wondered at the 
time how he knew so much about 
such a place. Recently 
in 
Susan 


Glaspell's "The Road to the Tem- 
ple" I learnedphat as a youth Floyd 
Dell worked in a candy factory. It 
was good strategy for him to place 
his hero in a candy factory, about 
which he knew everything, instead 
of in a furniture factory or an au- 
tomobile plant about which he knew 
nothing. 


In his novel "Temper," Lawrence 


H. Conrad places some of the -most 
effective of his scenes in a large au- 
tomobile plant. The reader gets the 
impression that he is actually 
in 


such a plant and that he is getting 
an authentic picture of what it is 
like. The reason — Lawrence Con- 
rad, before he entered the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, was an employee 
for a time in the Ford plant. He 
knew what he was talking about. 
He used good strategy. 


Sometimes great writers use poor 


strategy. J5t. Reymont, winner of tne 
Nobel prize, was brought up in the 
country in Poland. When he wrote 
•'The Peasants" he used good strate- 
gy because his theme was in his 
Wood. Then he decided to write an 
industrial novel, 
"The 
Promised 


Land.' He had to study up on it and 
work it up because he did not know 
the cities as he knew the country. 
Relatively speaking the book was 
a failure. St. Reymont used poor 
strategy. 
% Strategy merely 'means taking ad- 
vantage of every possible, thing. In 
literature It is often exercised 
Un- 


consciously, but the wise writer al- — 
so makes a conscious use of it. He 
does not choose a theme that Is for- 
eign to his experience and he "writes 
his "story from an angle that is most 
natural to him. Strategy even in lit- 
erature is another name for horse 
sense.

No home government is any strong-

jot or title of th<? family command- 
ments is fractured? 


It does not. It means that the 


family commandments should be so 
reasonable, so easy to obey, that 
their enforcement will be practically 
assured. 


TERRORIZED BY RULE 


A certain family of boys stood tn 


dally terror of a family law that 
read: "Any boy who comes down for 
breakfast five minutes late 
does 


without-breakfast; ten minutes late, 
dinner; fiften minutes late, supper!" 


Three of the boys usually answer- 


ed roll call, but the fourth, an under- 
sized pale 
little fellow -who 
was 


chronically tired, reduced the grocery 
bill considerably. He almost always 
missed one meal and sometimes two 
or three. Starvation did not—could 
not cure him of his unpunctuallty. 


In another home where the disci- 


pline was as adamant as the laws of 
the Medes and Persians, it was an- 
nounced that any child not in the 
house by four fifteen got a switch- 
Ing. The result at first was satisfac- 
tory enough from a military point of 
view. Law and order obtained and 
the small fry were In the pan right 
on the mark every day at -four nf- 
teen.

They took to coming In when they 
got ready, and their switchings as 
Something- unpleasant and inevitable 
but not prohibitive. 
RESPECT BRINGS OBEDIENCE 
Punishment does not always en- 


force law. "When will some parents 
learn that? All obedience must be 
founded upon respect. Punishment, 
especially corporal punishment, puts 
no premium on respe/t, you may be 
Sure. 
. The laws of every home should he 
'reasonable in character and few in 
number. 
And every parent should 


remember that there are times that 
obedience to even the most reason- 
able laws may not be possible. 


You cannot make blanket rules 


and expect every child in the family 
'to obey them every flay to the letter. 
To expect it, would be the most fool- 
ish thing in the world.

Several hundred acres come 
directly to the state as a result of 
the decision and the state is given 
an opportunity to prove by witnesses 
that the balance is of the character 
granted by the swamp act. 


Adverse ruling of the commission- 


er of the general land office- was 
made last March and the Badger 
commission 
immediately 
appealed. 


Two hundred acres resurveyed since 
the appeal are also affected. 


The state's case was so shaped 


that it involved the claim of the com- 
missioner of lands, for the past six- 
ty years, that Wisconsin had agreed 
to accept the field notes of surveys 
as a basis of determining what lands 
passed to the state under the land

for decision," the state lost.

New York—Hardy sourdoughs who 


mushed over Yukon and Klondike 
trails would have been staggered by 
the thought of taking along a ping- 
pong outfit to while away the winter 
months at their diggings. 


And many a gold-seeker who non-

Ing rivers and rocky trails, blizzards 
and starvation, would have trembled 
at/the Idea of invading fastnesses of 
the northland in fragile airplanes. 


Tet these things are just what Cap- 


tain Charles Button and a party of 
flying adventurers are going to do. 
Button, chief pilot and about fifteen 
other aviators and geologists com- 
prise the field expedition of Dominion 
Explorers, I/td, a syndicate which 
is hunting gold throughout the snow- 
covered stretches of Northern Cana- 
da. 


Button is In New York to buy addi- 


tional airplanes and supplies. 


"There's gold in Canada," he said. 


"There are big deposits of gold in 
those rocks under the snow. We ex- 
pect to find mines as profitable and 
maybe more extensive than 
those 


found in Alaska. But > the cold cli- 
mate and the difficulty of transporta- 
tion have kept anyone from finding 
It. 
AERIAL GEOLOGY 


"Our plan is to cover the 60,000 


square miles at the top of Canada, 
between Hudson Bay and Alaska, 
right under the pole in the Arctic 
Circle, from the air. We will fly over 
this whole country, with expert geol- 
ogists who can tell by the rock for- 
mations where the gold may be hid- 
den. All country that looks favor- 
able will be marked on maps and oth- 
er planes will take miners and engin- 
eers to these places to do the actual 
prospecting. 


"Air hunting can be done the year 


around because the tops of the rocks 
always are swept free.of snow. Ac- 
tual prospecting can be done only 
between May and November, when 


- the weather is sufficiently temper- 


ate." 


YEAR'S EXPERIENCE 


The expedition started last year 


and already has had one year at the 
base which was established at Ta- 


- vane, about 1,000 miles directly north 


of Winnipeg, considerably 
above 


Churchill, the last settlement. 


This country is a wasteland of rock 


afid snow with no vegetation. All 
the necessities for life have to be 
taken there.

IN TOUCH BY RADIO 


"Though miles from any human 


habitation there," Button* said, "we 
are In communication by radio with 
Ottawa. "We never see a newspaper, 
but we get all the news and the 
mining prices from Winnipeg, and 
we get Honolulu and Los Angeles 
dance musto in the evening. 
Of 


course, -we' pick up the stations 
around New York. 


"During the winter, the tempera- 


tore Is between 40 and 50 degrees 
below zero and It has reached 60. 
However, the cold is very healthy 
and we never have had a casualty 
there. 


"We fly every day and our ma- 


chines are out In the coldest weather. 
"We have built special sheds for them 
so they always have their engines 
covered and thus are ready for flight, 
"When not in use they have to be 
tied down with ice anchors or the 
arctic winds certainly would carry 
them away.

Con servation Commission 


Plans Program of Propo- 
gation 


Madison \V'a. — Ring-neck pheas- 


ants promise to become a common 
game bird In Wisconsin within a 
few years with 
the 
conservation 


commission laying plans for an In- 
tensive program to be carried out 
this year to Increase the number of 
these large birds. 


While individuals 
and 
private 


clubs have been propogating phea- 
sants for several years, the state 
program just started In the last 
year, with the work parly experi- 
mental In nature. 


About 10,000 pheasants eggs were 


distributed to Izaak Walton leagues, 
Hod and Gun clubs, state and coun- 
ty Institutions and to individuals 
during the last year. A totfil of 4,- 
465 of these eggs were hatched' with 
about 2,104 birds raised to maturity, 
Of this 
number 1,850 
pheasants 


were liberated throughout the state 
and 254 -were kept by the various 
pheasant raisers or were shipped 
to the state game farm for breeding 
stock . 


Baked by its one year of experi- 


ence the conservation commission 
will push pheasant production this 
year. This year the commission • has 
a superintendent of game, W. E 
Grange, to superintend the work and 
It also has a large game farm in 
Peninsula park ready for increased 
production of these birds. 


The commission hopes that 
at 


least 5,000 pheasants can be reared 
at the game farm this year. Eggs 


1 will be produced at the game farm 
J instead of by purchase. Any eggs in 


excess of the number needed at the 
game farm will be distributed to 
suitable localities of the state. 


In the past year the eggs were 


distributed in small lots and it is 
felt that this was one of the reasons 
for poor supervision. In order to in- 
sure the proper amount of attention 
and to facilitate 
supervision this 


year, eggs will be distributed to 
those only who are able to handle 
100 egg lots. Preference will be giv- 
en to experienced pheasant raisers. 
Indications now are that only a 
small percentage of the total ,num- 
ber of requests for eggs can be fill- 
ed. 
* Preliminary work 
in 
pheasant 


production was started at Peninsula 
park last year but there was no 
equipment available and operations 
were carried on under 
difficulties 


The experiment was tried of hatch- 
ing 400 eggs in an incubator but it 
was found that more satisfactory re- 
sults were obtained by placing the 
eggs under hens. 


The preliminary work In Peninsu- 


la park 
having shown the area 


adapted to use as pheasant rearing 
ground, this locality was selected asg 
the site for the permanent game 
farms. 


Construction work was begun in 


September. A vermin-proof 
winter 


holding pen enclosing one and three- 
quarters acres of Jand has been com- 
pleted. This pen now holds 500 ring- 
necks. A total of 150 of these were 
donated by the city of Milwaukee 
park board and the remainder were 
reared at the game farm.

shaggy head with wax-white feat- 
ures and red-rimmed eyes lifted from 
the pillow and stared toward the 
doorway of the tiny room. 


"Hello," said Al Lassman. "Hel- 


lo." 
The mammoth shoulders heaved out 
of the bed clothes while eyes still 
strained to focus a picture on the 
tired brain. Then the foggy mind 
cleared, a bellow of welcome rang 
out into the hospital corridors and 
the giant all but lifted himself right 
out of the cot. 


This was Al Lassman, football 


captain of New York University's 
violent Violets, on the road back to 
health at last after one of the clos- 
est engagements any athlete ever 
played with death. This was the six- 
foot-four tackle, with his 220 pounds 
of surging, tearing brawn, a tackle 
his coach, Chick Meehan, said was 
"the greatest ever to pull on shoes." 


It was seven weeks ago almost to 


a day, that Lassman played his last 
game of intercollegiate football. In 
a battle that stole the pigskin show 
for that one day at least, his Vio- 
lets smashed the Tartans of Carne- 
gie Tech, unbeaten up to that day. 
After plaking probably the 
finest 


football of his career for three quar- 
ters, Lassman was kicked in the 
head in the fourth period. For weeks 
he lay unconscious, critically hurt. 


Now he is coming around again, 


slowly but w^th the almost posi- 
tive assurance of medical men that 
he will be completely recovered with- 
in a few months. 
.Lassman wants that, for tie has 


designs on the heavyweight cham- 
pionship left vacant by Gene Tun- 
ney. 


But for this day at least, the 


huge patient is rather pitifuL The 
blow of his skull caused a blood 
clot on the brain affecting his entire 
left side. While Lassman Is not para- 
lyzed, that part of his body is numb 
and bard to control. He cannot re- 
member a single game or happening 
of the football season and even more 
distant events are difficult to recall. 
His eyes blink constantly. 
"It's just as though my body was 


split down the middle," he said. "Ev- 
erything on the left side is blank. 
Only half my mouth tastes things 
when I eat. The doctors stick pins in 
my arm but I can't feel them. It 
hurts to think but I'll be O. K." 


"I'm no cream-puff," he grinned 


in twisted fashion, 
"I'm rugged. 


They tell me I had a close call. II 
I hadn't had a tough skull I'd have 
gone out I can walk some now. 
Though, and I'll soon be ready for 
more. Doctors say I've got to have 
a lot of sunshine."

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How Lawrence College 


Came Into Existence

Outagamie-co is replete with events 


of jjrwit interest In its early history 
In natural sbquence the doings of It 
white settlers followed those of thi 
earlier pioneers at Green Bay. Thi 
was but natural considering that the 
latter was the nearest village of an} 
importance; and that Outagamie-co 
was. 
previous to 
1851, a part o: 


Brown-co. 


Unlike most 
new counties, at the 


time of its birth, no serious claim;, 
for the location of the seat of jus 
tice were put in, other than that of 
Applcton. This appeared to be the 
logical location for its county sea' 
for the reason 
that Lawrence Uni 


versity, which had become an estab 
lished fact three 
years previous-ly, 


had alieady stamped it as the corn- 
ins; metropolis. 


On April 18, 1S51. the board of su- 


pervisors met and George M. Robin- 
son, of Grand Chute, 
was elected 


chairman 
of the 
county 
board: 


Charles A. Grignon, 
of the historic 


family, treasurer; A. S. Sanborn, dis- 
trict attorney; A. B. Everts, sher- 
iff; William Johnston, probate and 
county judge. 


Later during the day, a resolution 


was passed to the 
effect that bids 


would be received for the erect'on of 
county buildings in various parts of 
the town of Grand Chute. A furn'sh- 
ing committee having been appointed, 
they reported at the next meeting in 
July that Outagamie county would be 
launched into 
history via one deed 


book, one index book, to cost $40.75, 
and one ream of paper to cost ?3.00— 
this to be purchased from J. V. Suy- 
dam, of Green Bay. 


MOVE WAS RELIGIOUS 


As the move was purely in the in- 


terest, of religious education, and the 
fact that the 
site chosen was ap- 


priximately 
in the 
center of the 


Green Bay mission 
district of the 


Methodist Episcopal 
church, some 


si=mificance may be attached to this 
as a reason for deciding upon the 
selection. 


The creation of the University was 


originally broached to H. E. East- 
man, an attorney of Green Bay who 
had charge of Amos A. Lawrence's 
legal affairs in this 
section of the 


state. At the Methodist 
Episcopal 


Conference, held in 1844, Rev. W. H. 
Sampson was appointed presiding el- 
der of the Green Bay mission dis- 
trict, which at that time extended 


from Green Bay to Whitewater, arid 
from Lake Michigan to the Wiscon- 
sin river. 


In the spring of 1846. Mr. Sampson 


received a letter from Attorney East- 
man of Green Bay, to the effect that 
he had been authorized by a gentle- 
man, 
whose name he was not at lib- 


erty to disclose, to make the Confer- 
ence an offer of $10,000. providing a 
like sum be raised by other means. 
In his letter, Mr. Eastman 
stated 


that this offer of a donation was for 
the establishment of an institution of 
learning at. 
or near, De Fere, in 


Brown county. 


Early the following fall, the prop 


osition was presented 
to the Rock 


River Conference. 
It was desirous 


that the name of the generous don 
ors be known, but mystery surround 
ed the matter and his name remained 
unknown until disclosed by a peculi 
ar turn of rvents. 


It appears that Reeder Smith, who 


at the time was 
agent of Albion 


Seminary, in Michigan, had been at- 
tempting to secure a donation from 
Mr. Lawrence, who lived in Boston, 
for that institution. In declining to 
give the financial aid sought Mr. 
Lawrence explained 
that he had 


made a proposition to found a liter- 
ary institution in Wisconsin, which 
was badly needed. 


EXZTEND TIMS LIMIT 


The time for receiving proposals to 


erect the county 
buildings was ex- 


tended to the next meeting to be held 
on July 14. At this session, among 
other matters, 
the bounty on wolf 


scalps was raised from ?5 to $10. It 
was hoped this would have a tenden-

It was estimated

•aised in order to complete the build- 
ng. Although this caused consider- 
ble agitation, it was finally arranged 
or and thus the future of Appleton 
vas asssured. 


After all is considered, however, it 


s doubtful 
whether 
there ever 


would 
have been an Applcton had 


there never beeu the Lawrence Uni- 
versity, for It wa» the presence of 
this splendid educational institution 
which caused the birth of a thriving; 
settlement, and of eventually culling 
attention to her advantages as a 
manufacturing center. 


It has always 
been a matter of 


considerable speculation as to why 
Appleton was chosen for the site of 
the University. Mr. Lawrence inertly 
expressed a desire that it be located 
somewhere on the banks of the Fox 
river. The 
choice appears to have 


been partly accidental and partly be- 
cause of land donations made for its 
site. 


PROPOSAL IS FAVOKKD 


Discomfited by his failure to secure 


aid for 
the Michigan 
institution. 


Smith secured the privilege of pre- 
senting further Mr. Lawrence's proi>- 
osition In Wisconsin. 
Accordingly. 


on Dec. 28, 184S, a meeting was held 
in .Milwaukee to act upon the matter. 
Smith presented the proposition and 
it was favorably received. 


A 
charter, 
incorporating 
"Tho 


Lawrence Institute of "Wisconsin." 
was granted. Jan. 17, 1S47. and on 
Sept. 23 of the same year, the hoard 
of trustees was organized as follows: 
Hon M. C. Darling, of Fond du Lac. 
president: N. P. Talmadge, Fond du 
Lac, and Henry A. Baird. of Green 
Bay, vice presidents: Rev. W. II. 
Sampson, Fond du Lac, secretary; 
Morgan L. Martin, Green Bay, treas- 
urer. The meeting was held in Fond 
du Lac. 
George W. Lawe, of Kau- 


kauna, and John F. Meade, of Green 
Bay, proposed each to donate thirty 
one acres of land in 
the "Grand 


Chute," vrhich comprised the center 
of Appleton. 


At the close of the conferenee year 


in 1848, Mr. Sampson was appointed 
principal of Lawrence Institute. No- 
vember 12, 1849, the school opened 
with the following corps of teachers: 
Rev. W. M. Sampson, A. M., princi- 
pal; Romulus O. Kellogg, A. B., pro- 
fessor of languages; James M. Phin- 
ney, professor of mathematics; Miss 
Emeline M. Crooker, 
preceptress; 


Miss L. Amelia 
Dayton, assistant 


teacher. 


The first annual catalog, published 


n 1850, showed 105 enrolled students. 
In 1849, the name of the Institution 
was changed to "The Lawrence Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin.' 
In 1S54, a 


gift of $10,000 was received from the 
Samuel Appleton estate, Boston, and 
:he foundation laid for one of the 
most complete libraries in the North- 
west.
